during ‘the: reading’ of” minutes, 


it has been considerably increased ond 
some of the volumes aio of considerble 
importance. ‘The Museum hos been in- 
creased in attractiveness by’ additions to 
the collection. In connection with the 
Museum you will have observed thst a 
very setious misunderstanding exists be- 
tween the Committee and the Executive, 
the Governor, The origin of the differ- 
ence is shown in the first letter addressed 
to the City Hall Committee. ‘hat 
letter is unique in the way in which it 
assumes that the Committee must obey 
the bebests of the Governor in matters 
connected with the City Hall. It isthe 
first time that the Committee has been 
so addressed. In all previous com- 
munications, when we have had com- 


munication with the Governors of this 
Colony, we have reccived from them 
from the first to the Inst, and the last 
one is the exception, every support and 
assistance in making this public In- 
stitution as beneficial to the communit 
as ‘possible. (Applause). I do not think 
it is necessary for me to say more on the 
subject of this misunderstanding as tho 
correspondence is before you. It gives 
in detail all the correspondence that has 
taken place between the Government 
and the Committee; and moreover the 
whole matter has been referred to the 
Secretary of State, and I think, until a 
reply from ‘the Secretary of State is re- 
ceived, it would not be becoming to say 
more on the subject, The accounts are 
on the whole fairly satisfactory, con- 
sidering that the amount due by theGo- 
yernment, $1,200 up to the 30th June 
last, has not been pnid, and we have a 
balance of £000 in and. The receipts 
from the Theatre have been better than 
in past years, and now I think the In- 
stitution may be considered as fairly 
self-supporting. With tho sid of tho 
$1,200 annual subscription from the 
Government we should be able to get on 
very woll, ond add much to the Museum 
and increase the usefulness of the build- 
ing. I beg to move the adoption of 
the report. 

Mr A. Coxon seconded the adoption 
of the report. 

The Chairman asked whether any 

entleman had anything to say to the 

‘oport before it was put to the meeting. 

‘o one offering any remark, the Re- 
port was pre and carried unsnimously. 

The Chairman intimated that the 
members of Committee for the ensuing 
year, unless it was desired to add sone 
bamo or names, would be Mr Keswick, 
Chairman, Mr Ryrie, Vice-Chairman, 
and Mr Snowden, Mr Sassoon, Mr For- 
bes, Mr Ruttonjee and Mr Hoppius. If 
any member had any new name te pro- 
pose it could beadded. He might point 
out that it had been customary simply 
to mention the Committee in this way 
at these mectings. ‘They were not 
annually proposed and elected. The 
Committee elected in 1860 had been up- 

ointed a sort of Standing Committos or 
bad always been taken to be a Standing 
Committee, with power to add tu its 
number; and usually the names had just 
been rend ovor, any new name tho mect- 
ing desired to place on the Committee 
being added. If any new name were 
now proposed he should be happy to 
i the_meeting und see it -auded | 

to the Committee. 

Mr H. H, Nelson asked what the 
terms of the Constitution were upon the 
point. Was it not possible to elect the 
Committee annually? Was the Com- 
mittee elected in 1869 positively elected 
a Permanent Committee. 

The Chairman said it was a practice 
that had grown up more through custom 


seribers present should have an op- 
portunity of clecting s Committee now 
and at every year independently, and. by 
their election at any rate show their 
ratification or otherwise of the line of 
conduct taken up by tho Committée of 
the City Hall. 

The Uhairman said it was quite com- 
petent for the shareholders and subscrib- 
ers to appoint another Comnuittee alto- 
gethor. It was quite open for them now 
to proceed to vote and clect a now Com- 
mitten. 

Mr Nelson asked if the Chairman 
meant in addition to the Standing Com- 
mittee. : 

The Chairman said, No. In place of 
the present Committee, He had no 
doubt that the present Committeo was 
quite prepared to resign—he waa quite 
prepared to place hia resignation in the 
handa of the meeting—the old members 
to be eligible for re-election. 

Mr Ryrie said that, as he was the 
only person pointed to, it would be 
sufficient for him to resign, which he 
would be happy to do. 

The Chairman said he would approve 
of the election of the Committeo at these 
annual meetings. He had no doubt the 
practice to which he had referred as hay- 
ing been obsorved for many years arose 
in a great measure out of the apathy of 
those who were concerned in the Institu- 
tion. The system of election had fallen 
into abeyance through the non-attendance 
of the public at the annual meetings in 
sufficient numbers. Occasionally, as he 
had said, the Committee had been left to 
re-elect itself. Now that they had #0 
large an attendance it would bo satisfac- 
tory, it would show whether ihe Com- 
mittee had the confidence of the share- 
holders, were an election held to-day. 

Mr Nelson moved that a Committee 
bo now elected for 1890-31. The object 
he had in viow could not be mot by the 
resignation of the Hon. Mr Ryrie. Ho 
had endeavoured to oxplain in what ho 
before said that he had no persons! feol- 
ing in the matter, and he wished to avoid 
pointing to any person, But to express 
what ho had to do, he could hardly 
avoid alluding indirectly to the hon, 
gentleman. He moved that the Com- 
mittee for the coming year bo now olect- 
ed by ballot. 

Mr Ryrie thought it was due to him- 
self to say that his wish was to rosign. 
He had not given so much attention 
of late yeara to tho affairs of the City 
Hallas ho had done in former yeara, 
His laboura were most onerous at one 
time in connection with this Institution. 
He was at one time the only Committee 
man left in the Colony, There were 
eo many men here now #0 well fitted 
for the position that he might now 
resign, 

Mr Coxon had a few words to say 
with regard to what had fallen from Mr 
Nelson, He totally disagreed with the 
way in which Mr Nelson put the matter 
before the mesting, If it was Mr 
Ryrie’s intention to retire from the 
Committee, he would propose that the 
Committee of the City Hall be re-elected 
and that their action meot with the 
thanks of this miecting. (Applause.) 
He thought it would be opening tho door 

@ abuses if the Committes wero 
to be appointed annually. 

Mr Nelson said he had not fully 
heard the amendment Mr Coxon pro- 
posed, 

Mr Coxon aaid it was this,—Mr 
Ryrie having resigned, let us re-elect the 
Committee and approve of their action 
and thank them for what they have done. 

Mr Neleon: It makes it such a per-

On the 19th September 1879, His Excel- 


EDA lenoy the Governor called the attention of 


the Committeo to the existing rules fur ad- 
mission to the Museum. In reply they 
pointed out that thé rules were mude after 
consulting with many of the leading Chinese 
of the Colupy, that’ they had never known 
them compluined of in any way by tho Chi- 
nese themaclves and that they had been 
framed jn the interests of all parties, Chincso 
and non-Chinese alike, ‘They further point- 
ed ont to His Exeelleney that the regulation 
ag ty admission was nota hard und inflexi- 
ble rule but was intended to be one that 


j could be appealed to and enforced should 


cecasion require. 

‘A basis of settlement of the dispute be- 
tween the Committee and His Excellency 
was then privately submitted to the Com- 
mittee, which ran in the following words :— 

“Tho Committee will be ready to meet 
and associate with them the Bishop and the 
Chief Justice in ordur to discuss the ques- 
tions, 

(1.) Of amending the existing rules for

The Committee did nut consider the addi- 
tion advisable but ugreed to the original 
busia of settlement, and on the ist Decem- 
ber 1879 a special Meeting was ealled at 
which all the members of the Commnittce, 
together with Hix Honor the Chiek Justice 
and the Right Reverend Bishop Burdon, 
attended, 

At this meeting the question was discussed 
in ull ifs bearings, ind’ new rules were 
decided upon by the majority of those pre- 
sent, the Bishop, who bas resided for mau 
fan amongst the Chinese and has a thorough 

nowledge of their language, oustums and 
feelinga, being one of those whe supported 
the new regulations. 

‘After deciding upon these new rules it was 
unanimously decided by those present at the 
meeting that it was unnecessury to cousider 
the second article of the basis of settlement.
